A station is considered closed 
only when Its antennae is taken down 
rolled and sceal&l, ground connec- 
tion broken and tho apparatus dis- 
mantled and packed away.

to produce pork lor the market,

particularly urge that the acreage ot 
lotatoes' be increased, livery farmer 
should plant enough of this vegetable 
'for his own use, and wherever tho 
soil Is suitable he should make his 
potato Held us largo as he Is able to 
cultivate. 


"I urge our farmers, as a matter of 


patriotic duty, to cultivate,every foot 
of their soil; none of ilfls too poor 
to raise something, ' While 
navy 


bo.uiH and buckwheat will bo in de- 
mand—in fact, anything that is food 
for man or beast will bo a contribu- 
tion to tho pressing needs of our 
country.

censes for shore radio stations are 
suspended during the war. 
_ • 


Anyone operating a station in de- 


fiance of the president's orders "will 
be under suspicion as being an enemy 
agent." 
Dauiels issued the followiug state- 


ment along with the president's ex- 
ecutive order: 
"All licenses for radio stations on 


shore are suspended for the duration 
of the war. The secretary of the 
navy has directed that during th 
war all radio sending and receiving 
stations, other than those operate 
by the United States government be 
closed. A station is considered closed 
only when its antennae is taken down 
rolled and seealfid, ground connec 
tion broken and the apparatus dis 
mantled and packed away. It is in 
cumbent upon the owners themselves 
to close their stations. 
"Failure to close a station will re- 


sult in its apparatus being conGscated 
by the government. The owner of a 
station operating In defiance C;f this 
order will be under suspicion of be- 
ing an enemy agent."

In view of the 
conditions 
tha 
exist at the present time and those 
that .are liable to be existing during 
the coining year, Governor Philiyp 
has issued a proclamation which tellt> 
of the necessity, of producing large 
crops during the coming summer 
He reviews the situation in this coun 
try as well as those in South America 
and calls attention to the fact that 
most crops" all over Europe are short 
and that there is IjttLe chance during 
the coming season of stores being 
repleted' in. any way. 
In concluding 


he has the following advice to give 
to the residents of the state of Wis- 
consin:. 
"I urge every, farmer in the state 


of Wisconsin who has suitable land, 
to plant enough wheat to produce the 
flour necessary for his own- use, and 
a surplus if possible. I urge that he 
plant sufficient acreage of corn and/ 
if possible, increase his herd of swine 
to produce pork for the market. 
I 


particularly urge that the acreage of 
potatoes' be increased. 
Every.farmer 


should plant enough of this vegetable 
-for his own use, and wherever the 
soil is suitable he should make his 
potato field as large as he is able to 
cultivate. 
"I urge our farmers, as a matter of 


patriotic duty, .to cultivate,every foot 
of their soil; none of itas too poor 
to raise something. ' White 
navy 


beans and buckwheat will be in de- 
mand—in fact, anything that is food 
for man or beast will be a contribu- 
tion to the pressing- needs of our 
country. 


"Our farmers should require no 


greater inducement than the present 
high prices of all farm produce to en- 
courage them in the cultivation of 
every foot of tillable soil. 
The fact 


that no large stocks of food will this 
year be carried over is in itself an 
as.sura.nce that the price of farm pro- 
duce will be high for another year, 
even if peace were immediately de- 
clared. 
« 
"It is reported that in some sec- 


tions there exists a shortage of seed, 
particularly potatoes. 
The depart- 


ment of agriculture of the state of 
Wisconsin stands ready to act as a 
clearing house in the matter of seed 
supply, and all who have a surplus of 
seed of any kind should so advise 
Mr. C. P. Norgord, commissioner of 
Agriculture, Madison, Wisconsin; and 
all who are short of seed of any kind 
should address the same official, who 
stands ready with his "department to 
co-operate with the farmers of the 
state to the fullest extent in the mat- 
ter of securing suitable seeds to plant 
the crop.

A PROCLAMATION 


BY qOV. PHILIPP 


In view of the 
conditions 
tha 
exist at the present time and those 
that are liable to be existing during 
the coming year, Governor Philipp 
has issued a proclamation which tells 
of the necessity of producing large 
crops during- the coming summer 
He reviews the situation in this coun- 
try as well as those in South America 
and calls attention to the fact thai 
most crops all over Europe are short 
and that there is little chance during 
the coming season of stores being 
repleted in any way. In concluding 
he has the following advice to give 
to the residents of the state of Wis- 
consin: 
"I urge every farmer in the state 


of Wisconsin who has suitable land, 
to plant enough wheat to produce the 
flour necessary' for his own use, and 
a surplus if possible. I urge that he 
plant sufficient acreage of corn and, 
if possible, increase his herd of swine 
to produce pork for the market. 
I 
particularly urge that the acreage of 
potatoes be increased. Every farmer 
should plant enough of this vegetable 
.for his own use, and wherever the 
soil is suitable he should make his 
potato field as large as he is able to 
cultivate. 
"I urge our farmers, as a matter of 
patriotic duty, to cultivate every foot 
of their soil; none of it6s too poor 
to raise something. 
\Vhite 
navy 
beans and buckwheat will be in de- 
mand-—in fact, anything that is food 
for man or beast will tee a contribu- 
tion to the pressing needs of our 
country. 
"Our farmers should require no 
greater inducement than the present 
high prices of all farm produce to en- 
courage them in the cultivation of 
every foot of tillable soil. The fact 
that no large stocks of food will this 
year be carried over is in itself an 
assurance that the price of farm pro- 
duce will be high for another year, 
even if peace were immediately de- 
clared.

This Is Only Name That Can Be Given 


to Prevailing Pattern, Which Is 


Held In to Less Than Two 


Yards at the Hem. 


New York.—There is only one com- 


ment among those who merchandise 
clothes, concerning the output of Paris 
In February. That is, that it was dis- 
appointing. 
Nothing seems to differ 


from that statement. The fact is spo- 
ken of with kindliness, and not vrith 
nny desire to be unpleasantly critical. 
That Paris was able to put out about 
two thousand moaeis at a time when 
the stringency of everything in the 
French capital caused heartslckness 
nnd physical depression, was a bit of 
bravery worthy of all the praise and 
approval that the buyers had to give. 


But this'does not cover up the fact 


that the clothes lacked brilliancy of 
invention, that they seemed to reflect 
tho strain under which their creators 
,vere passing. And they gave to the 
American designers and shops in great 
dties the first genuine encouragement 
they have had to go to \vork on lines 
of their own choosing. 


To those who report fashions there 


seems to be a very good explanation 
for this disappointment The February 
fashions in Paris came as an anti- 
climax.

It was the American impatience that 
stole.the thunder from, the French 
openings. 
Paris had the new silhou- 


ette up her sleeve and expected to play

Competition between kerosene and 
gas'further reduced the cost until in 
the last quarter of a century a thou- 
sand candle-hours cost less than 50 
cents. 
With the present efficiency of 


the electric lamp the cost of the same 
unit is about ten cents, or one-twenty- 
fifth of the original cost a century ago.

The stale 06 Wisconsin can recruit its 
full war strength quota of guardsmen 
promptly and any additional torce that 
present plans may require without de- 
lay and without a compulsory act, 
Our young men prefer lo volunteer 
their services lo their country and 
will not hesiUlo to lesnond lo our 
present emergencies. 
Public senti- 


ment is not prepared to accept com- 
pulsory mlliUuy service unless it can 
be bhown to bo a military noeessity.

Madison — The senate passed the 


Skogmo bill for a referendum In No- 
vember, 1918, on equal suffrage. Tho 
voto Was 20 to 12, In favor of tho bill. 


When tho measure was advanced to 


engrossment, tho Impression prevailed 
that the voto was more pf a compli- 
ment to Senator Skogmo than a seri- 
ous expression oC tho sonata on the 
question of suffrage.' Skogmo, how- 
ever, seemed certain of his ground 
and moved for a suspension ot the 
rules so that tho bill could be placed 
on the calendar for final passage. 


There was a brief call of the house, 


but this was raised, and the measure 
was passed following speeches by Sen- 
ator Burke,.Bensey and Albers In op- 
position to the bill. 


Senator Burke drew a word picture 


of Congresswoman Jeanette Rankln 
of Montana in tears In a great Inter- 
national crisis. He cautioned against 
government by hysteila and pleaded 
with tho sonata not to join the "apron 
brigade." 


"Wlbconsin does not occupy an en- 


viable position, since the white feath- 
ered action of some ot our representa- 
tives 
In 
congress," 
said 
Senator 


Burke, "and I plead with you not to 
make the state tho laughing stock of 
tho country, 


"Tho lady from Montana in a great 


crisis with her country in a state of 
war was a poor helpless, hysterical 
creature, about to fall In a faint. Sup- 
pose the house of representatives was 
controlled by a majority of that type, 
We would have government by hys- 
teria."

In a letter fto Adjt. Gen Orlando Hoi- 


way, the federal government, through 
Gon Barry of Chicago, nuked for Infor- 
mation concerning available sites in 
this stato, to be used as points of 
mobilization and training camps. It Is 
tho theory of authorities hero that a 
big force of men will bo brought In 
from, other states, and that Wisconsin 
may be turned Into military camps for 
aa many as 50,000 troops, 


Sites liavo been offered at Stiles, 


Lake Ilallie, Eau Claire, Oshkosh and 
Janesvllle. Tho state fair park In Mil- 
waukee has been suggested, but this 
is not considered especially desirable, 
for the reason that too many build- 
ings are on the grounds, and the prox- 
imity of! the park to a large city raises 
certain disadvantages, la tho opinion 
ol military men. 


Stiles is offering several square miles 


of land along tho Oconto river. Lake 
Ilallie Is suggesting a camp between 
Kau Claire and Chlppewa Falls. Tho 
Civic and Commerce association of 
Eau Claire has come forward with tho 
suggestion that a camp bo established 
near that city. 'The fair grounds at 
Janesvllle and Oshkosh have been rec- 
ommended, it beinir stated that In 
both cases considerable adjacent ter- 
ritory would be available if needed.

There was 'a time, .not so' many 


years back, when it w,as taken for 
granted that the owner of'an ;auto- 
n'obllo was a millionaire. The mere 
fact of his owning a car was prima 
facie evidence that he was. a bloated 
bondholder. 
Ho wins the legitimate, 
prey of every Tom, Dick .and. Harry 
n tho country, and.the lawmaker, if 
ie wanted to get in right with his 
constituents, just slapped a little ex- 
tra Lax on the automobile owner. The 
into owner was in a helpless m.irior- 
ty, and ho stood the galT and made 
the best of it. 
However, things have changed.. 


Notv nearly everybody owns some 
sort of .a car, and people beside the 
•Ich man are beginning to, wonder 
why the auto'owner should be made 
the target for special taxation, class 
oglslatlon, and all the rest of the 
11s to which fl republic is supposed, 
to bo exempt. 
Some of our citizens 


ire running flivvers that only cost a 
lundred or so, and if -they were put 
up for salo they would not bring that 
imount,' and the result is that they 
do not care to be taxed one-tenth the 
value of the car eacli year, besides 
mying a personal property tax on the 
nachine the same as on any piece of 
n-operty.

It is reported by the press that the 
general staft is urging upon you to 
recommend the plan of raising an 
army by conscription. 
I believe'such a plan to be unnec- 


essary and unwise for the present. 
The state of. Wisconsin can recruit its 
full'war strength quota of guardsmen 
promptly and any additional force that 
present plans may require without de- 
lay and without a compulsory act. 
Our young men prefer to volunteer 
their services to their country and 
will not hesitate to respond to our 
present emergencies. 
Public senti- 


ment is not prepared to accept com- 
pulsory military service unless it can 
be shown to be a military necessity. 
The volunteer system will .J.eave a 
good feeling at home, while conscrip- 
tion at this time would, to my judg-

sf THK past seven years thousands of 
town and cities In all parts of tho Unit- 
ed States have used tho Boy Scout 
program as a means of developing their , 
boys into manly men, and the success 
of their efforts is shown by the fact 
that today there are over 20,000 Boy 
Scouts in this country. 


The movement has been indorsed uy 


educators, by churches of every de- 
nomination, by civic aud phllanthrop c 


organizations, by tho press and by th e public • 
generally. It Is broad enough to take in every 
boy who la interested In his own development, 
and no matter what his social status, creed and 
education may bei he will find In It a means of 
attaining his proper Ideals. 


A Boy Scout'begins by joining a troop. 
The 


troop may be organized In connection with a 
church, neighborhood center, a hoy's club, a x. 
M C. A., or independently.. Three things arc 
necessary—It must have a troop committee of 
three or more representative men to guide its 
policies, a scoutmaster who will direct and su- 
pervise its activities, and from eight to thirty- 
two boys.

Tho average 
number is twenty-five. 


Eight Scouts make a patrol, one of them being

Lincoln was 
ono of these. Grant 'was another. It 
used to be said that the difference be- 
tween Lincoln and his'greatest .general 
•wns thut, while one dropped gearls .of 
speech', the other dropped the pearls 
of silence. Nevertheless, when Grant 
saltl that he proposed to "fight it out. 
on this line if It takes all summer" and 
when he said, "Lot us have peace," he 
furnished his' friends with, political 
campaign material of the first order. 
They were sayings as simple as "With 
charity toward all; with 'malico to- 
ward: none," or "Ybu can fool some of 
tho peoplo some of .the time, but you 
can't fool all the people all the time," 
and' because they wore simple they 
were "remembered. 


Once, a. long time ago, a defeated of- 


flce-seoker, In order to "get himself 
together," loft home as soon as he be- 
came aware of the result of the polls. 
A friend, Inquiring for him a little 
later, was informed by a member of 
his family that he had gone up Salt 
river. $nlt river was and is a mo.dest 
little stream that rises in the hill coun- 
try of Kentucky, and after flowing 
through a more or loss picturesque dis- 
trict for about a score of miles, emp- 
ties Into the Ohio. It was in thoso 
days a good flshlng creek, and the 
kind of stream a Jaded and disappoint 
cd politician might naturally fancy., 
There was not a thing wrong about his 
excursion. 
Yet his political enemies 


got hold of the remark that he had 
"gone up Salt river" and used it to Im- 
ply that this meant the end of his-pub- 
lic career. 


The saying spread from Kentucky 


Into other states and for more than 
half a century It has been used to ex- 
press i*ie Idc-a that a politician has 
been "driven to the woods" for good. 
"He's gone up Salt river" has come 
to mean, In fact, that a politician has 
"been put out of business',"' has been 
HO badly beaten that ho cannot "como 
back," "has seen Ills finish."

For this lofts of status by Latin 
genuine classical scholars will natur- 
ally console themselves with the re- 
flection that it has never been possible 
to give, an unwilling boy any real ac- 
quaintance with the Latin language 
or any love of Latin literature by 
compelling him to tak« ,thrco "units" 
of Latin at school anfl a course or 
two of Latin In college.

HEN I reflect upon .my "friend- 
ship with Philens Immanuel, 
tho Greek physician; whose 


• theory tViut reincarnation'-could 


at-once account for and solve,many of 
the ruuro baffling-phases-of-nervous, 
diseases would,, but for his untimely 
death, have conquered .the . medical 
•world—when I remember the man, his 
goodness; his unforgettable personal- 
ity, his shrewd common, sense which 
raised him even In tho opinion of his 
enemies above the ranks of charlatans, 
I always think oil the text:. "He saved 
others; himself he could not save," 


That the man who had solved so 


many- mysteries of personality should 
fall- a victim to his own 'ignorance, in 
the face of his own warning, was in-t 
deed, an irony. Yet, with the larger 
hope that he instilled into my heart 
and the hearts of all his friends, I 
cannot believe that his death was an 
unmixed evil, or that thu cosmic dust 
ivill never again restore .to some fu- 
lure civilization the Mttle gnome-like 
doctor, with his small body and huge 
head and big heart, to bring light out 
of darkness and joy out of suffering. 


I have made mention in an earlier 


account of Noureddln Bey, the schol- 
arly Turkish 
ambassador 
to Great 


Britain. 
Scholar He was, trained .at 


European' universities, a freethinker 
and yet not so 
wholly touched 'by 


modern scepticism but that he was to 
be found among the Doctor's circle, 
patiently listening to Immanuel's ex- 
positions upon the soul. 
Noureddin- 


Bey had been a colonel in the Otto- 
man army, he had distinguished him- 
self in half a dozen ^campaigns before 
ho was given his post at London; he 
was a fine'-type of Turkish gentleman, 
and his wife was very popular in 
London society.

TIRES OF TENDING BABY 


N THM past seven years thousands of 


town and cities In all parts of tho Unit- 
ed States have used tlio Boy Scout 
program as u means of developing their 
boys into manly men, and the success 
of their efforts Is shown by the fact 
that today there are over 20,000 Boy 
Scouts In this country. 


The movement hns been Indorsed by 


educators, by churches of every de- 
nomination, by civic ami philanthropic 


organizations, by tlio press and by the public' 
generally. It Is broad enough to take In every 
boy who Is interested In his own development, 
nnd no matter what his social status, creed nnd 
education mny be, he will find In It u menus o£ 
attaining his proper Ideals. 


A Boy Scout'begins by Joining a tioop. 
The 


troop mny bo organized In connection with a 
church, neighborhood center, a hoy's club, a Y. 
M. C. A., or Independently. 
Three tilings are 


necessary—It must have a troop committee of 
three or more representative men to guide Its 
policies, a scoutmaster who will direct and su- 
pervise Its activities, and from eight to thirty- 
two boys. In exceptional casts there mny be less 
thnn eight or more th'iu thirty-two. The average 
number Is twenty-five. 


Eight Scouts make n patrol, (mo of them being 


the patrol leader, anil the patrol Is a unit within- 
tho troop. 


One thing is kept constantly before every Scout 


—he Is training to become a mnn. Not n soldier, 
but a man. Because Scouts wear 
uniforms 


which somewhat resemble those worn by soldiers, 
some people Imagine that they are being pre- 
pared for "cannon food." 
All wrong. 
Tho uni- 


form was adopted because It wns the strongest, 
most convenient, most serviceable suit which 
could bo bought for the money. 'From live to ten 
dollars It costs, at the local store, and when It 
goes on, mother may settle back In her arm- 
chair with a sigh of relief, for there will bo no 
patching to do for a long time. 


It Is not necessary for a Scout to wear a uni- 


form at all. He can be Just ns good a Scout 
without one, but It nflds to his pleasure to have 
It, and It adds to tho Impression which he creates. 


The Scout Law and Oath. 


A boy In becoming a Scout takes the following 


oath: 


On my honor I will do my best— 
1. To do my duty to God and my country, aud 


to obey tho Scout law; 


2. To help other people at all times; 
8. To keep myself physically strong, mentally 


awake, and morally straight. 


Tho Idea of scouting, Its Inspiration, Is em- 


bodied In the Scout law and oath. Tho Scout law: 


1. A Scout Is trustworthy. A Scout's honor Is 


to bg trusted. If ho were to violate his honor 
by telling a lie, or by cheating, or by not doing 
exactly a given tusk, when trusted on his honor, 
he may be directed to hand ovor his Scout badge. 
2. A Scout Is loyal. lie Is loyal to all to whom 
loyalty Is due; his scoutleader, his home, and 
parents and country. 8. A Scout Is helpful. He 
must bo prepared at any time to save llfo, help 
Injured persons, and share the home duties. Ho 
must do at least one good turn to somebody every 
day. 
4. A Scout is friendly. Ho Is a friend to 


all and a brother to every other Scout. 
t>. A • 


Scout Is courteous. 
Ho Is pollto to all, especially 


to women, children, old people, and the weak and 
helpless. lie must not take pay for being helpful 
or courteous. 0. A Scout Is kind. He Is u friend 
to animals. Ho will not kill nor hurt any living 
creature needlessly, but will strive to save and 
protect all harmless llfo. 7. A Seout Is obedient. 
Ho obeys his parents, scoutmaster, patrol leader, 
nnd all other duly constituted authorities. 8. A 
Scout Is cheerful. 
Ho smiles whenever ho can. 


His obedience to orders la prompt nnd cheery. 
He never shirks nor grumbles at hardships. 0. A 
Scout Is thrifty. He does not wantonly destroy 
property. He works faithfully, wastes nothing, 
and makes the best use of his opportunities. Ho 
•aves his money so that he may pay his own way, 
be generous to those In need, and helpful to 
worthy objects. He may work for pay, but must 
not receive tips for courtesies or good turns. 10. 
A Scout Is brave. Ho has tho courage to face 
danger In spite of fear, and to stand up for tho 
right Dgalnst the coaxings of friends or the Jeers 
or threats of enemies, and defeat does not down 
him. 11. A Scout is clean. He keeps clean In 
Imdy and thought, stands for clean speech, clean 


sport, clean habits, unc 
1 travels with a clean 


crowd. 
3a. A Scout Is reverent. He IB reverent 


toward God. lie Is faithful In his religious du- 
ties, and respects Hie convictions of others In runt- 
tors of custom and religion. 


The Movement Is Nonsectarian. 


While Scouts are given definite Ideals and are 


taught that llioy must distinguish between right 
and wrong, the teaching they receive Is absolutely 
nensectnrlan. 
Tho Boy Scout movement main- 


tains that the recogrtltlon of God as the creating 
and ruling power of the universe, and the grate- 
ful acknowledgment of his guidance, is necessary 
In directing tho growing boy toward the best type 
of American citizenship. II Is nonscctarlan, how- 
over, In Us attitude toward religion. Its policy Is 
that tho religious organization or Institution with 
\\lilcli the Boy Scout Is connected slml! give tho 
needed attention to his spiritual llfo. If lie be a 
Catholic, the Catholic church should bo the agency 
for his religious training. If ho bo a Hebrew boy, 
then tho synagogue will tench him the faith of his 
fathers. 
If he be n Protestant, tho church of 


\\lildi ho Is an adherent Is the proper organiza- 
tion lo glvu him an understanding of the things 
that pertain to his allegiance to God. 


After studying the Seout law, the next step Is 


to leant tlm history or tho Stars and Stripes and 
tho forms of respect due to it. 
Then comes the 


tying of knots. 
A very practical bit of knowl- 


edge, for a "granny" may spill the contents of tlio 
Migar package. When lie luis met these require- 
ments ho receives llic title of "Tenderfoot Scout," 
and Is Uien entitled to wear the ofllciul Insignia 
of his rank. 


After one month's service as n tenderfoot, ho 


may he promoted to sceonO-clnss Scout as soon as 
he 'has learned elementary first aid nnd bandag- 
ing, 
tho semaphore or International Morso codo 


for signaling, how to follow human or animal 
tracks at the rale of at least half a mile In twen- 
ty-five minutes, how to cover a mile In exactly 
twelve minutes by alternately running and walk- 
Ing fitly paces; how to use a knife or hatchet 
without cutting himself or anybody else or dam- 
aging his tool or anything rise, how to build 
n lli'o In tho open, using but two matches at tho 
most nnd no kerosene or anything which ho 
could not pick up In a virgin wilderness; how to 
cook over an open fire without kitchen utensils; 
how to earn ami save money, at least one dollar; 
and how to read n compass, naming from memory 
at least the sixteen principal points. 


Having earned his .second-class badge, ho finds 


that his trouble-—or pleasure, all according to the 
point of view—have Just begun. A first-class 
Scout must be able to swim fifty yards, earn and 
deposit In a public bunk at least two dollars; 
semi and receive a message at the rate of sixteen 
letters per minute; make u trip alone or with 
another Scout to a point at least seven miles 
away and write an account of the trip; render 
first aid; cook a variety of palatable dishes over 
an open flro; draw and read maps; uso an ax 
properly; Judge distance, size, number, height nnd 
weight within 20 per cent; describe fully from ob- 
servation trees and plants, especially those which 
urn especially useful or especially harmful; fur- 
nish satisfactory evidence that he has put into 
practice In his dally life the principles of tho 
Scout oath nnd law; and enlist a boy trained by 
himself as a tenderfoot. 


And tlmt Is not all. Having become a first-class 


Scout, he Is eligible to earn merit badges, nnd 
there are enough of these to keep him busy until 
he has grandchildren enough to make a troop by 
themselves. Each merit badge represents a con- 
siderable start In some trade, profession, voca- 
tion, or avocation, among them architecture, art, 
astronomy, beekeeping, blaeksmlthlng, business, 
camping, electricity, forestry, poultry keeping, and 
surveying. 


The Seout Handbook. 


In order to place In tho hands of Scouts and 


Scout workers n concise statement of the Ideals 
of the movement and the activities approved of 
and encouraged by the movement, n textbook of 
the organization, tho Handbook has been pre- 
pared. 
This is now In the fifteenth edition. It 


has been again and again revised nnd Improved. 


Our country's most popular Juvenile Is not, as 


might be supposed, "Robinson Crusoe" or "Treas- 
ure Island," but tho "Handbook for Boys," pub- 
lished by the Boy Scouts of America. Within the 
last two years, there have been published more 
than 800,000 copies of this book, nnd It Is a good 
guess that more copies have been sold than have 
been sold of both "Treasure Island" and "Robinson 
Crusoe" together during the same period. Indeed, 


It Is not too much to say that If the figures were 
available to make such a comparison possible, It 
would be'bhown that there have been published 
in the last two years more copies of tho "Hand- 
book for Boys" thnn all' the standard stories for 
boys published during the samo.perlod. 


Such a fact becomes more significant when It Is 


understood that tho "Handbook for Boys" Is real- 
ly a book of facts.

IJrondiy speaking, the boy spends 
his' leisure time either In outdoor diversions, or 
Indoors reading. In one Instance, It Is the boy In 
action, expressing lilm.self through his manifold 
piny activities; In the other, a boy's body Is at 
rest, but his mind still goes on under the domina-

bled In war session. 
Seriousness of 


purpose marked the opening. There 
was a shadow upon all the members 
present, but through It gleamed the 
light of resolution. 
The first session of the Sixty-fifth 


congress is in extraordinary session. 
With the exception of one year there 
has been either the usual long session 
or an extra session in every year since 
William H. Taft took office. This ses- 
sion of congress is the first one which 
has been compelled to face virtual war 
conditions since McKinley spoke to 
congress In May, 1898, in behalf of a 
war with Spain which should free the 
Cuban people from the yoke, and put 
an end to the terrorization and tyran- 
ny visited upon the people of the Pearl 
of the Antilles. 
Congress today Is-a familiar-looking 


body. The Democrats held control of 
the last house by a majority of be- 
tween twenty and thirty, and as the 
house is pretty evenly divided be- 
tween the two parties at this session 
It can be seen that only a compara- 
tively few Democrats have been suc- 
ceeded by new Republican members. 
Most of the Democrats who held otilce 
In the last congress have been re- 
elected, and this Is true also of the re- 
publicans. 
First Woman Member of Congress. 
Every person who entered one of the 


galleries of congress on Monday for- 
got for a minute the war conditions 
which prevail and centered thought 
and eyes on the seat occupied by the 
first woman who ever has represented 
a district of the United States In the 
congress of the nation.

used to bo said that the difference be- 
tween 1,'incoln and his greatest.general 
was that, while one dropped gearls of 
speech, the other dropped the pearls 
oC silence. Nevertheless, when Grant 
said that he proposed to "flght it out 
on this line If It takes all summer" and 
when he snicl, "Let us have peace," he 
furnished his friends with political 
campaign material of the first order. 
They were sayings as simple as "With 
charity toward all; with malice to- 
ward none," or "Ybu can fool some of 
the people some of the time, but you 
can't fool all the people all the time," 
and' because they were simple they 
were remembered. 


Once, a long time ago, a defeated of- 


fice-seeker, in order to "get himself 
together," left home as soon as he be- 
came aware of the result of the polls. 
A friend, inquiring for him n little 
Inter, was informed by a member of 
his family that he had gone up Salt 
river. Suit river was and is a modest 
little stream that rises in the hill coun- 
try of Kentucky, and after flowing 
through a more or less picturesque dis- 
trict for about a score of miles, emp- 
ties into the Ohio. It was in those 
days a good fishing creek, and the 
kind of stream a jaded and disappoint- 
ed politician might naturally fancy. 
There was not a thing wrong about his 
excursion. 
Yet his political enemies 


got hold of the remark that he had 
"gone up Salt river" and used It to im- 
ply that this meant the end of his pub- 
lic career.

HEN I reflect upon my friend- 
ship with Phileas Imuianuel,

That the man who had solved BO 


many- mysteries of personality should 
fail a victim to his own ignorance, in 
the face of his own warning, was In-, 
deed an irony. 
Yet, with the larger 


hope that he instilled into my heart 
and the hearts of all his friends, I 
cannot believe that his death was an 
nnmixed evil, or that tho cosmic dust 
will never again restore to some fu- 
ture civilization the Httle gnome-like 
doctor, with his small body and huge 
head and big heart, to bring light out 
of darkness and joy out of suffering. 


I have made mention in an earlier 


account of Noureddln Bey, the schol- 
arly Turkish 
ambassador 
to Great 


Britain. 
Scholar he was, trained at 


European' universities, a freethinker 
and yet not so 
wholly 
touched by 


modern scepticism but that he was to 
be found among the Doctor's circle, 
patiently listening to Immanuel's ex- 
positions upon the soul. 
Noureddin 


Bey had been a colonel in the Otto- 
man army, he had distinguished him- 
self In half a dozen campaigns before 
he was given his post at London; he 
was a fine type of Turkish gentleman, 
and his wife was very popular in 
London society.
